Senator Davis of Minnesota has re- 


ported a resolution which extends the 
Monroe doctrine. It is construed in 
Washington as indicating a desire to 
provoke war with Great Britain and to 
prevent a friendly settlement of the 
Venezuelan boundary controversy. 
It 


reads as follows: 


"Ketolved, That the United States of 


America reaffirm and confirm the doc- 
trines asd principles thus promulgated 
by President Monroe, and now declare 
that they will assert and maintain that 
doctme and those 
principles 
and 


will regard any infringement thereof, 
und paaticularly any alteirpt by any 
European power to take or acquire 
any new or additional territory on the 
American continents, or any iaUn 
thereto, in any case or instance as to 
which the United States shall deem 
such attempt to be dangerous to their 
peace or safety, by or through force, 
purchase, cession, occupation, pledge, 
colonization, or protectorate, whether 
under unfounded pretension, as the 
manifestation of an unfriendly disposi 
tion toward the United States and that 
it woald be impossible for us to regard 
such interposition in any form with in- 
difference." 


This was reported from the Com- 


mittee on Foreign, Eelations, though 
the report was not unanimous. It is 
believed that it will pass both Houses, 
which will give it the effect of a law.

Call said that he wished to know

Stierman pointed out 


that such a resolution might give the 
Senate trouble in other cases. 


It was finally agreed that the resolu- 


tion go to the Committee on Foreign 
JRelations. Call again returned to the 
Cuban subject by asking Sherman 
what was to be done ns to the ponding 
resolution asking tho State Dopnit- 
ment for the information published by 
the United States Consuls in Cuba 
Sherman replied that he regarded tho 
resolution as inexpedient. It might 
endanger the Consuls and thousands 
of lives, if confidential communications 
were made public.

ther press tho resolution.

Diunor, a second inenl of (wo or throo 
cunroCF, and in no wise icst-mbling thd 
liylit icpast winch Americans know as 
".-upper," comes at 7, 8 or even 0, ac- 
cording to tho ciicnmstimces of the per- 
'•on 
Ccncieiges, or house porters, gen- 


er^ljy clmo at 0, winter and summer, 
and sit o-\er their meal an hour or two, 
chatting and laughing. 
At that late 


hour tho whole family is united, ami its 
little aft'airo are discnfsol and settled. 


With the organization of the "bazaar"' 


came- the need of keeping a constant out 
look o\er tho hundreds of young r.ien 
and womon in each department, and 
economizing c.icJi moment of thcii time 
between the opening hours and tlio let- 
ting down ii the great iron shutlrra bo- 
fore the immense windows at (i p. ni. 
pieciiely. 
Itnaawith a view of (his 


watch over the employees, rather than 
becau'-e of any philanthropic 
tendon-' 


cits, that tho owners and managers of 
the laigest "bazaars" decided to mAo 
it obligatory for ull employees to U.ke 
their ideals at noon and night upon the 
premises. 


Tho bazn.ir proprietor .said, 
"We 


mnst do thi., f.-! we do e\erything else, 
with uii eye lo tho advertisement. ' And 
•jo they decided to install their ictecto- 
ries veiy handsomely and (o feed their 
employee-swell. Tho idea has paid fiom 
the start. 


At the Bon Marcho spacious and voiy 


handsome halls on tho fourth story of 
tho enormous edifice are devoted to the 
restaurant for the employees. 
Twelve 


thwosand meals are served daily be- 
tween 11 and 6 o'clock. Alen and wom- 
en eat in separate halls, and are served 
with the saina politeness and attention 
that they would receive in restaurants 
or at "lunch, counters"—if lunch coun- 
ters had ever been inflicted on the 
French. 


At tho Louvre about the same num- 


ber of meals are served, and tho arrange- 
ments are wonderf ally complete. 
Tho 


kitchens, with their seductive array of 
copper saucepans,, and tho pantries, with 
the thousands upon thousands of pl.ilo'f 
and cups, all marked with the tiaue 
inaik of the house—a majestic lion 
couchant, with his paws hanging over 
the letter "L"—and tho little army of 
white capped ami aproned cooks, wait- 
ers, bottle wathers and potato peelers, 
are well worth a visit. 
Nor will the 


visitor get his back chalked. All is con- 
ducted with dignity and rounement, as 
in the hofl&e of a gentleman of fortune. 


The caldrons in tho kitchens are im- 


mense. Tho visitor may look into one 
kettle which contains mashed potatoes 
for 8,000 men, and into another in 
which soxipfor 5,000 persons is simmer- 
ing. 
Then tho bottle department is 


something stupendous. Twelve thousand 
half bottles of good wine, guaranteed 
unadulterated, are served out daily. The 
battalion of bottle washers is bu&y from 
dawn to dusk, fetching up tho rosy 
liquid or the yellowish white vino in 
huge pitchers of wood tlneo feet high, 
and then bottling it. 
Bosh the Lonvio 


and the Bon Mnrcho have wine collars 
of vast extent for customers as well as 
employees. 


At tho Louvre there are throe table 


services of 700 each for the men. At the 
Bon Marche a larger number can be fed 
at once. Bach category of employees has 
its special room. 
The heads of depart- 


ments dino together, and never ijiix 
with the head clerks of each counter. 
Tho tinder clerks eat their boiled beef 
and roast chicken without being trou- 
bled by the presence of their chiefs. 
Then the humbler ones, the packers, the 
stablemen, tho elevator men, the run- 
iicrs, the sweepers and lighters, have 
their long table, and finally, thegarcons, 
or tho niou who wear tho uniform of 
the house and accompany the delivery 
wagons and receive money for purchases, 
have their particular room, and are al- 
lowed to come and go more irregulazly 
than the others because of the peculiar 
nature of their service. 
The "Indies'' 


observe the same classification in their 
eating rooms, and are allowed to go^ip 
as freely us they will

log is placed on the hearth on Christ- 
maffeve and if possible kept burning 
for two or three days. .-"Then a piece of 
it is laid aside for the purpose of light- 
ing the nest year's log and of guarding 
the household from harm. Pieces of fir- 
wood charred but uot quite burnt out 
in tho Christmas flro are also placed un- 
der (he family bed in some German vil- 
lages to avert the dreaded lightning 
stroke, which appears in this relation to 
bo the type of fire in its evil aspect, in 
contradistinction from the solar orb, the 
representative of beneficent light and 
warmth. The custom of burning a Yule 
log for three Gays and nights in each 
homestead ia almost certainly a survival 
from the adoration once offered to (ho 
sun at the winter solstice. 


Three cemuries after tho Chrir Uu 


era tnu worship was still rairntainecl in 
BriUuuy, and in Normandy not more 
than 100 years ngo Iho household fire 
was extinguished on Dec. 24 and the 
Christmas log was ignited by the aid of 
a flame procured from the lamp burning 
in the neighboring church. Vhis fact af- 
fords a curious instance cf tho probable 
transference of respect ami reverence 
from the sacred fir6 of a purely heathen 
creed to the ecclesiastical lights of Ca- 
tholicism. When the pagan rites for pro- 
curing unsullied fire were forbidden or 
fell into desuetude, the ideas to whioh 
they owed tbeir origin and development, 
instead of perishing, continued to exist 
more or less perfectly by attaching 
themselves to usages and ceremonies 
having no direct association with them.
